9. A compound having a sulfonamide moiety which functions as a silent antagonist of the CB1 
cannabinoid receptor. 

10. A method for treating pain in a patient comprising administering to said patient an effective 
dose of a silent antagonist of a CB1 cannabinoid receptor wherein said silent antagonist includes 
a sulfonamide moiety.

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16. A method of blocking the effects of a CB1 cannabinoid receptor agonist in a patient, 
comprising the step of administering to said patient an effective dose of a silent antagonist of the 
CB1 cannabinoid receptor wherein said silent antagonist includes a sulfonamide moiety. 
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
